should  also  make  an  effort  to 
do  so  before  the  October  17th 
deadline.

All 
mail-in  registration  forms  must 
be  postmarked  by  October  17th 
for  the  voter  to  be  eligible  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  citywide  Municipal 
Election.

Chinese  Historical  Society 
Awards  and  Scholarships 


Interview  with  City 
Councilor  Sam  Yoon

The  Chinese  Historical 
Society  of  New  England  held  its 
2007  Annual  Meeting  and  Dinner 
on  Friday,  September  28  at  the 
China  Pearl  Restaurant.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  conducting  the  business  of 
the  organization,  several  awards 
were  presented. 

The  Sojourner  Award  is 
dedicated  to  the  "memory  of 
the  early  Chinese  immigrant 
pioneers  —  typically  sojourners  — 
whose  dreams,  unrecognized 
struggles  and  profound  contri¬ 
butions  led  to  the  creation  of 
Chinese  communities  across  the 
country  and  their  participation  in 
the  building  of  America." 

This  year's  recipient  was  the 
Chinese  Students  Memorial  So¬ 
ciety.  Based  in  Connecticut,  the 
Memorial  Society  is  dedicated  to 
preserving  and  documenting  the 
early  history  of  Chinese  students 
in  America. 

In  1854,  Yung  Wing  became 
the  first  Chinese  to  graduate  from 
an  American  college,  earning  his 
Bachelor's  degree  at  Yale.  After 
returning  to  China,  he  helped 
found  the  Chinese  Educational 
Mission,  which,  during  its  brief 
existence  between  1872  and  1881, 
brought  a  total  of  120  Chinese 
boys  of  vary  ing  ages  to  study  in 


the  US. 

The  program  was  ultimately 
scuttled  by  an  increasingly 
xenophobic  imperial  court,  and 
the  students  were  recalled  home, 
where  they  were  treated  with 
suspicion. 

The  Chinese  Students  Me¬ 
morial  Society  has  documented 
this  history,  and  has  even  gotten 
in  touch  with  descendants  of  the 
120  original  students.  They  even 
found  the  letters  written  to  keep 
up  these  global  friendships. 

The  Chinese  Historical  Soci¬ 
ety  also  presented  the  Waterman- 
Waring-Langone  Scholarship 
Awards  to  several  students  in  the 
Chinese- American  community, 
hoping  to  "encourage  their  con¬ 
tinued  participation  in  preserv¬ 
ing  the  legacy  of  Chinese  in  this 
country." 

The  2007-2008  Scholarship 
Award  recipients  are  Junying 
Liang,  University  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  Amherst  and  Galen  Ma, 
Boston  University.  The  Continu¬ 
ing  Scholarship  Award  recipients 
are  Philip  Chan,  Tufts  University; 
Sandra  Lee,  Boston  University; 
Flora  Ng,  Bently  College;  Xinyu 
(sam)  Wang,  Harvard  University; 
Sin  Yee  (Cathy)  Wong,  Boston 
University;  Kimmy  Chan,  Bent¬ 
ley  College;  and  Diana  Li,  Boston 
College.

Sampan:  How  do  you  under¬ 
stand  your  duel  role  as  a  Coun- 
cilor-at-Large,  with  a  responsibil¬ 
ity  to  the  entire  city,  and  as  the 
only  Asian-American  on  the  City 
Council,  with  so  much  support  in 
Chinatown? 

Sam  Yoon:  I  think  that's  inher¬ 
ent  in  the  job.  I  think  very  few 
people  are  elected  into  any  office 
where  they  feel  beholden  to  just 
one  group,  or  one  constituency, 
one  community,  geographically 
or  ethnically.  That's  something 
that  I've  learned  since  being  here. 
I  don't  have  a  unique  challenge. 

I  think  it's  more  conspicuous  for 
me  because  I'm  Asian,  and  every¬ 
one  thinks  "Asian"  and  "Boston" 
and  they're  thinking  Chinatown, 
and  maybe  Field's  Comer.  You 
can't  go  into  office  and  say  "I'm 
only  going  to  serve  the  people 
who  voted  for  me."  No  one 
would  do  that. 

I  also  feel  a  sense  of  respon¬ 
sibility  to  the  Asian  community 
nationwide  in  that  there  are  so 
few  Asian  Americans  elected  to 
office.  For  example,  when  the 
National  Conference  of  State 
Legislatures  was  held  here  in 
Boston,  I  think  20,000  people 
came.  When  the  Asian  caucus 
got  together  I  felt  a  sense  of  kin¬ 
ship  with  all  of  them. 

Chinatown  is  definitely  my 
base.  And  I  have  warm  feelings 
for  Chinatown  because  this  is 
where  1  matured  as  an  individual 
in  understanding  politics.  It  was 
a  very  important  experience  in 
my  career  before  City  Council  be¬ 
cause  with  what  I  did  in  China¬ 
town,  it  was  an  important  part  in 
developing  my  Asian  identity. 

S:  Without  being  a  sociologist, 
what  are  your  impressions  about 
why  there  are  so  few  Asian- 
Americans  in  elected  office? 

SY:  In  a  democracy,  ideally,  the 
government  is  going  to  fairly 
well  reflect  the  people.  But  I  feel 
there's  a  lag  between  when  the 
make-up  of  the  city  changes  or 


when  Asians  reaches  a  certain 
percentage  of  the  population 
and  when  elected  government 
reflects  that.  And  I  think  it  has  to 
do  with  how  hard  it  is  to  get  into 
politics.  There's  something  in 
the  Asian  culture  which  is  about 
looking  after  family  and  focusing 
on  financial  security  and  doing 
things  that  are  safe  and  not  rock¬ 
ing  the  boat,  and  politics  is  about 
none  of  those  things.  It  is  not  a 
career  path  that  ensures  your 
security.  You  really  do  have  to 
promote  yourself  and  that's  just 

a  fact  of  politics  and  that  ma)'  go 

against  Asian  culture.  It  is  sort 


Sam  Yoon  is  the  only  Asian-Amer¬ 
ican  to  have  been  elected  to  the 
Boston  City  Council,  having  won 
his  first  term  in  2005.  He  is  up  for 
re-election  this  year  to  keep  his 
seat  as  a  Councilor-at-Large 


of  a  chicken-and-the-egg  prob¬ 
lem,  because  if  you  don't  see  any 
Asian- Americans  in  politics  there 
are  no  role  models  within  your 
world,  locally.  So  when  you 
don't  see  that,  it's  harder  to  break 
into.  But  if  no  one  breaks  into 
that,  then  there  will  never  be  an 
Asian  elected. 

Though  I'm  not  sure  that 
it's  particular  to  Asian  culture. 

In  the  history  of  Boston,  there's 
been  a  turnover  in  terms  of  who 
had  power  here  in  the  city  gov¬ 
ernment.  Everyone  talks  about 
the  Yankees  and  how  in  the  1800s 
they  were  in  control,  and  then  the 
Irish  immigration  wave  came  and 
the  Irish  figured  out  that  voting 
and  elections  and  government

We're  definitely  un¬ 
derrepresented  in  electoral 
politics,  but  I  think  it's  go¬ 
ing  to  start  to  change. 

S:  Do  you  notice  that 
sometime  people  will  think 
of  you  more  as  Asian  City 
Councilor  Sam  Yoon  rather 
than  simply  City  Council 
Sam  Yoon? 

SY:  It  depends.  I  don't 
mind.  People  will  see  me 
differently  depending  on 
who  they  are.  That's  one  of 
the  real  challenges  in  being 
an  elected  official,  or  being 
a  public  figure  in  general. 
You  are  so  many  different 
things  to  so  many  differ¬ 
ent  people.  Some  people 
see  me  as  the  Asian  city 
councilor  and  that's  great. 
Some  people  see  me  as  the 
city  councilor  who  knows 
a  lot  about  housing,  and 
that's  fine.  Some  people 
see  me  as  the  Christian  city 
councilor  and  I  appreciate 
that.  To  the  extent  that 
these  different  groups  need 
to  talk  to  each  other,  they 
can  do  that  through  me. 
Some  people  see  me  as  a 
strong  union  supporter. 
Others  see  me  as  someone 
who  understands  what  real 
estate  development  is,  and 
sometimes  these  groups 
don't  get  along.  The  trick 
is  to  maintain  a  consistent 
identity,  because  you  can 
take  this  to  the  point  where 


you  present  different 
faces  to  different  people, 
and  that's  just  being  a 
chameleon,  too  much  of  a 
politician.  There's  a  certain 
consistency  that  1  have 
among  all  these  groups 
where  you're  still  who  you 
are  and  you  don't  compro¬ 
mise  that. 

S:  How  have  you  grown 
into  your  office  and  what 
expectations  did  you  have 
coming  in  that  were  chal¬ 
lenged? 

SY:  I  haven't  been  sur¬ 
prised  by  much.  Because 
what  I  knew  going  into 
this— into  the  campaign 
and  then  into  office  —  is 
that  politics  is  about  people 
no  matter  where  you  go. 
Politics  is  often  the  same, 
whether  you're  talking 
about  office  politics  or 
family  politics.  There  are  a 
lot  of  similarities.  One  big 
difference  at  this  level  of 
politics  is  the  scale,  which 
takes  on  a  life  of  its  own  in 
a  way  that  I'm  still  learning 
and  trying  to  understand. 
The  real  power  that  I 
have  is  derived  from  how 
strongly  people  feel  about 
an  issue  and  how  well  I 
work  with  them  to  amplify 
that. 

The  one  instance  this 
year  where  I  felt  there  was 
a  solid  victory  that  I  ac¬ 
complished  through  hard 
work  — not  alone,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  with  my  colleagues 
in  the  Council  —  was 
when  the  Boston  Hous¬ 
ing  Authority  had  a  plan 
to  replace  security  guards 
with  cameras  in  about  13 


developments  around  the 
city  for  seniors  and  people 
with  disabilities.  And 
because  of  the  work  we  did 
with  the  press  and  that  we 
did  with  Mass  Senior  Ac¬ 
tion  Council  and  with  the 
BHA,  as  well  as  with  our 
congressmen  and  senator, 
that  plan,  which  was  about 
to  go  to  its  next  phase,  was 
completely  dropped.  And 
it's  not  that  common.  A  lot 
of  the  tilings  I  get  involved 
in— because  I'm  an  activist 
at  heart,  and  I  learned  a 
lot  of  that  in  Chinatown  — 
they're  ongoing  battles, 
with  two  steps  forward 
and  one  step  back. 

I  remember  that  when 
I  worked  at  ACDC  (Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation)  in  Chinatown 
I  hadn't  had  that  much 
experience  in  working  with 
elected  officials.  But  we 
sat  down  with  Sal  DiMasi, 
who's  now  the  Speaker 
of  the  House,  and  Diane 
Wilkerson  on  the  Senate 
side  to  help  us  with  Parcel 
24.  We  thought  "Wow, 
they're  going  to  be  with 
us."  When  they  felt  it, 
when  they  felt  this  is  an 
issue  they're  going  to  get 
behind,  that  gave  us,  and 
me,  and  ACDC  a  mandate 
to  work  for  three  years, 
and  eventually  this  thing 
came  together  and  was  a 
big  win  for  Chinatown. 

S:  What  would  you  say 
are  some  of  your  biggest 
frustrations  with  your  posi¬ 
tion? 

SY:  The  lifestyle  is  very 
hard.  Like  I  was  saying 


before,  a  lot  of  my  job 
is  to  be  there  for  every 
neighborhood  in  the  city, 
every  constituency  of  the 
city,  while  paying  special 
attention  to  the  ones  that 
are  closest  to  me,  like  the 
Asian  community,  China¬ 
town,  and  Field's  Comer. 
Trying  to  be  there  for  so 
many  different  communi¬ 
ties  and  constituencies 
stretches  me  really  thin.  So 
my  time  is  a  very,  very  pre¬ 
cious  resource,  given  that 
I  also  have  two  kids— a 
five  year  old  and  a  two 
year  old:  it's  the  tyranny 
of  the  schedule.  I  don't 
even  know  what  I'm  doing 
next.  But  this  is  what  my 
life  has  been,  and  it's  taken 
my  wife  a  while  to  get  used 
to  that. 

Certainly  there  are 
frustrations  with  the 
politics,  in  the  dirty  sense 
of  the  word.  People  are 
people.  I  have  bad  days. 
Others  do  too.  But  when 
that  gets  in  the  way  of  the 
goal,  of  what  we're  trying 
to  do  for  people  that  gets 
frustrating. 

All  along  I  was  still 
trying  to  figure  out  given 
that  I  don't  really  control 
much  when  I'm  at  City 
Hall,  what  can  I  do?  I'm  so 
eager  to  get  things  done. 
But  like  I  said,  the  learning 
curve  was  about  how  I  can 
move  public  opinion  and 
about  how  that  accom¬ 
plishes  a  goal. 

S:  What  drew  you  to 
elected  office  in  the  first 
place,  and  what's  drawing 
you  back  for  Round  2? 


SY:  It  goes  back  to  my 
work  with  Sal  DiMasi 
and  Diane  Wilkerson  and 
that's  when  the  scales  fell 
from  my  eyes.  I  thought 
"Wow.  An  elected  official 
who  really  gets  it  can  move 
mountains,"  given  the 
right  conditions  and  the 
right  things  going  on  on 
the  ground. 

The  ironic  thing  is  I 
graduated  from  the  Ken¬ 
nedy  School  of  Govern¬ 
ment  in  1995  very  cyni¬ 
cal.  I  wanted  to  get  into 
.  grassroots  community 
activism  and  get  things 
done  and  hopefully  get 
the  government  out  of  the 
way,  or  at  the  very  least  to 
give  us  money.  But  I  never 
really  considered  politics 
and  politicians  and  what 
kind  of  impact  they  can 
have  until  I  saw  it  on  such 
a  large  scale. 

But  in  terms  of  getting 
reelected,  it  scares  me  that 
it's  been  such  a  quiet  cam¬ 
paign.  It's  not  a  mayoral 
year  and  that  is  dampen¬ 
ing  a  lot  of  energy  around 
the  election.  The  last  four 
years  have  been  really 
remarkable.  With  Felix 
Arroyo,  no  one  expected 
him  to  leap  to  second  from 
where  he  was.  Andrea 
Cabral  ran  for  sheriff  and 
no  one  gave  her  a  chance. 
And  then  in  2005  I  was  the 
big  political  story.  One 
open  seat  on  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  all  these  famous  last 
names.  And  then  last  year, 
Duval  Patrick,  second  Af¬ 
rican-American  in  history 
to  be  Governor.  It  was  a 
huge  surge  of  voter  inter¬ 
est.  This  year  is  a  question 


mark.  Does  that  continue 
in  communities  that  have 
been  underrepresented  or 
does  it  drop  off?  Have  the 
last  four  years  just  been 
about  personality  or  have 
we  really  engrained  a  sense 
that  consistent  voting  can 
change  politics?  That's  the 
big  question.  I'm  running 
to  test  that,  and  I'm  run¬ 
ning  because  a  lot  of  these 
issues  are  long-term  and  I 
feel  I  need  to  be  here  to  get 
behind  them. 

S:  Do  you  see  yourself 
staying  involved  long-term 
in  city  politics? 

SY:  What  1  do  know  is  that 
I  have  a  particular  pas¬ 
sion  for  urban  issues  and 
questions  of  urban  life  and 
communities.  I  care  a  lot 
about  cities,  and  care  a  lot 
about  the  fact  that  in  cities 
we  live  together,  that  if  you 
make  a  decision  to  live  in 
a  city,  you  kind  of  make 
a  decision  to  live  closer  to 
crime.  But  you  also  make 
a  decision  to  live  closer 
to  museums.  There's 
something  really  important 
about  that  in  terms  of  how 
people  should  live  that  1 
want  to  stay  involved  in. 
For  now  it's  at  the  political 
level,  and  it's  why  I'm  in¬ 
volved  in  the  City  Council. 
It's  one  of  the  things  that 
steers  me  away  from  think¬ 
ing  about  State  Senator  or 
State  Representative.  I'm 
hoping  to  inspire  some¬ 
one  —  an  Asian  Ameri¬ 
can— to  run  for  state  office, 
because  we  still  haven't 
broken  that  barrier.  But  for 
now  I  love  the  city.

After  being  home 
to  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Trust  and  the  textile  firm  of 
Brown,  Durell  &  Company, 
the  building  eventually 
housed  Dainty  Dot  Ho¬ 
siery,  its  namesake. 

During  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Central  Artery,  a 
portion  of  the  building  was 
demolished  to  make  way 
for  the  elevated  highway, 
though  "much  of  its  Ro¬ 


to  vote.

On  Saturday,  Septem¬ 
ber  29,  Elizabeth  Chen  was 
inaugurated  at  the  11th 
President  of  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  School  of  Optometry 
in  a  ceremony  at  the  Boston 
Latin  School.  A  reception 
followed  immediately 
afterwards,  held  at  the 
NECO  campus,  located  on 
Beacon  Street. 

President  Chen  is 
both  the  first  woman  and 
the  first  Asian  to  serve  as 
the  head  of  an  optometry 
school  in  the  United  States. 

"It's  great  to  see  a 
woman  in  such  a  high- 
powered  position  in 
the  field  of  optometry, 
especially  given  the  high 
number  of  women  gradu¬ 
ating  today  from  optome¬ 
try  schools,"  said  first-year 
student  Diana  Kendall. 

Bom  in  Taiwan,  her 
family  came  to  the  United 
States  when  Ms.  Chen 
was  7  years  old,  settling  in 
Chinatown  in  Boston.  She 
quickly  learned  English 
and  distinguished  herself 
as  a  top  student  at  the 
Quincy  School,  going  on  to 
earn  her  bachelor's  degree 


at  Yale  in  1985,  and  an 
MBA  from  the  Wharton 
School  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

She  comes  to  NECO 
after  having  worked  for 
many  years  in  business. 

At  her  inauguration 
ceremony,  two  of  President 
Chen's  former  teachers  - 
from  the  Quincy  school, 
Cynthia  Yee  and  Deanna 
Wong,  spoke  to  reflect  on 
the  growth  of  the  young 
girl  they  once  taught  to  the 
successful  woman  on  stage. 

U.S.  Representative 
Michael  Capuano  deliv¬ 
ered  the  keynote  address. 
In  his  speech,  he  praised 
the  NECO  for  understand¬ 


ing  the  true  and  best  mean¬ 
ing  of  education  and  for  its 
commitment  to  providing 
free  eye  care  in  health  clin¬ 
ics  and  homeless  shelters  in 
the  Boston  area.

We  all  get  angry  from 
time  to  time.  Anger  is 
a  normal,  healthy  emo¬ 
tion  that  allows  us  to 
face  threats  and  defend 
ourselves.  Without  anger, 
we  probably  wouldn't  be 
able  to  survive.  But  can 
someone  be  too  angry? 

Some  people  are  in¬ 
deed  more  prone  to  getting 
angry  than  others.  They 
get  angry  more  easily  and 
more  intensely.  Being 
angry,  however,  doesn't 
always  involve  screaming 
loudly  or  visibly  acting  out. 
People  also  express  anger 
more  silently,  leading  to 
chronic  irritability,  social 
withdrawal,  and  some¬ 
times,  physical  illness. 

Psychologists  explain 
that  those  who  are  more 
easily  angered  have  a  low 
tolerance  for  frustration. 
This  could  partly  be  due  to 
an  irritable  temperament

-  and  they  are  easily  both¬ 
ered  even  as  babies.  Envi¬ 
ronmental  factors  also  play 
a  role.  Typically,  people 
who  are  easily  angered 
come  from  families  that  are 
more  disruptive  and  aren't 
as  skilled  at  emotional 
communication. 

Regardless  of  the 
cause,  too  much  anger  can 
lead  to  many  negative  con¬ 
sequences.  For  example, 
it  can  lead  to  inappropriate 
actions  at  the  workplace 
that  can  get  you  fired.  Ex¬ 
cessive  anger  can  hurt  your 
personal  relationships. 

It  can  lead  to  domestic 
violence,  where  an  overly 
angry  person  can  hurt  or 
even  kill  their  partner. 

Some  believe  that  "let¬ 
ting  it  all  out"  is  the  best 
way  to  deal  with  anger. 
Unfortunately,  many  use 
this  idea  to  justify  their 
aggression.  While  it  is 
healthier  to  express  your 
anger  rather  than  to  keep  it 
bottled  inside,  an  aggres¬ 
sive  tendency  actually 
encourages  more  anger 
and  further  aggression. 
Expressing  your  feelings 
in  an  assertive  manner  that 
still  shows  respect  for  oth¬ 
ers  is  the  healthiest  way  to 
deal  with  anger. 

We  can't  do  anything 
about  many  of  the  things 
that  trigger  our  anger. 
There  will  always  be 
something,  someone,  who 
just  gets  to  us.  We  can, 
however,  control  the  way 
we  react  to  things.  Here 
are  some  tips  from  the 


American  Psychological 
Association  on  managing 
anger: 

•  Relaxation  techniques 

-  deep  breathing,  medi¬ 
tation,  yoga,  relaxing 
imagery 

•  Cognitive  restructuring 

-  change  the  way  you 
think  about  a  situation 
(For  example,  the  next 
time  someone  cuts  you 
in  line,  tell  yourself  that 
it's  ok  to  be  frustrated, 
but  that  it's  not  the  end 
of  the  world.) 

•  Better  communication 

-  try  to  listen  to  what 
the  other  person  is 
saying  before  jumping 
to  conclusions,  think 
before  saying  impul¬ 
sive  things,  speak  in  a 
respectful  manner 

•  Humor  -  use  "silly 
humor,"  not  harsh, 
sarcastic  humor,  to  help 
see  your  feelings  from 

a  different  perspective 
(For  example,  if  think 
of  your  coworker  as  a 
"scumbag,"  imagine  a 
bag  of  "scum"  working 
at  a  desk.) 

If  you  feel  that  your  anger 
is  out  of  control,  consider 
anger  management  coun¬ 
seling.  There  are  many  ef¬ 
fective  techniques  that  you 
can  use  on  a  daily  basis  to 
make  your  life,  as  well  as 
the  lives  of  those  around 
you,  much  more  calm  and 
pleasant.

Zhang  Dai  (ft  ffi)  lived 
the  kind  of  extraordinary 
life  that  can  only  occur  in 
the  rarest  of  historical  mo¬ 
ments.  In  1644,  Zhang  Dai 
was  forty-nine  years  old, 
and  just  past  what  would 
be  the  half-way  point  of 
his  life.  In  this  year,  the 
Ming  Dynasty  met  its  end 
in  the  face  of  the  invading 
Manchu  army. 

Jonathan  Spence 
details  the  life  of  Zhang 
Dai  and  the  world  he  saw 
end.  A  dedicated  student 
to  whatever  he  set  his  mind 
to,  Zhang  wrote  poetically 
and  sincerely  on  every¬ 
thing  from  biographies  of 
his  ancestors  to  a  history  of 
the  Ming  dynasty  to  how 
to  brew  the  most  perfect 
cup  of  tea. 

Spence's  style  is  crisp 
and  to  the  point,  and  the 
reader  is  given  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  appreciate 
the  delicacy  of  Zhang's 
language  because  of  its 
contrast  to  the  humble 
style  Spence  adopts. 

Zhang,  in  writing  his  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Ming  dynasty, 
claimed  that  history  is 
often  written  by  those  who 
have  no  business  doing 
so,  and  that  those  who 
ought  to  be  writing  history 
are  not.  Spence  is  aware 
that  his  subject  refuses  to 
be  contained  by  history, 
haunting  the  text,  making 
sure  Spence  is  worthy  of 
his  task. 

Spence  succeeds  in 
giving  his  audience  a  full 


picture  of  Zhang  Dai. 
Zhang,  taking  his  lead 
from  Confucius,  once 
observed  that  the  meaning 
of  an  event  may  be  grasped 
indirectly,  that  "even  if  the 
exact  meaning  of  a  certain 
document  is  not  written 
down,  it  can  be  not  written 
down  in  such  a  way  that 
we  know  what  has  not 
been  written." 

In  many  ways,  Zhang 
Dai  is  less  of  a  real  person

Bunraku  in 
Boston

On  October  2  and 
3,  the  National  Puppet 
Theatre  of  Japan  brought  to 
Boston  audiences  Bunruku 
for  the  first  time  in  two 
decades. 

Performing  as  part  of 
a  national  tour,  the  troupe 
was  in  Boston  at  the  Cutler 
Majestic  Theatre  for  only 
those  two  nights,  and  will 
be  continuing  on  to  Urba- 
na/ Champaign,  Noth  west¬ 
ern  University,  Berkeley, 
and  Los  Angeles,  wrapping 
up  on  October  20. 

The  art  of  bunruku 
is  300  years  old,  and  the 
dedication  of  all  of  the  per- 
formers— the  three  puppe¬ 
teers  required  to  operate  a 
single  puppet,  the  chanter, 
and  the  shamizen  players- 
-is  evident  in  the  careful 
subtlety  contained  in  each 
action,  word  spoken,  and 

ously  beside  their  indul¬ 
gent  absurdity.  The  fall  of 
the  Ming,  and  with  it  the 
beginning  of  Zhang  Dai's 
life  of  poverty,  are  almost 
too-poetic.  Zhang  himself 
saw  the  need  for  him  to 
have  lived  to  lavishly,  only 
to  fall  to  such  depths  of 
poverty,  such  that  he  could 
write  the  memories  of  the 
Ming  so  well. 

But  the  character  of 
Zhang  Dai  finds  parallels 
in  figures  from  other  times, 
as  do  the  conditions  under 
which  he  lived.  The  19th 
century  dandy,  the  gentle¬ 
man  living  extravagantly

Two  plays  were  en¬ 
acted.

equivalents.  Zhang  Dai 
was  a  wealthy  man  who 
could  live  off  of  his  estate. 

Spence's  book  is 
incredibly  well  researched. 
When  considering  such  an 
extraordinary  man,  who 
could  commit  his  life  to 
writing  about  his  experi¬ 
enced  because  everything 
he  did  seemed  worthy 
of  recording,  Spence  no 
longer  feels  like  the  only

To  treat  Zhang 
Dai  as  merely  the  subject 
of  study  would  insulate 
his  writing  and  experience 
from  the  emotive  power  it 
has.  To  see  only  the  text 
and  none  of  the  meaning 
would  be  to  belittle  Zhang 
by  committing  the  same 
errors  of  hubris  and  self¬ 
assuredness  that  were  the 
undoing  of  the  Ming. 

Zhang  and  Spence 
are  writers  worthy  of  each 
other.  Zhang's  life  was 


plav  was  Miracle  at  the 
Tsubosaka  Kannon  Temple,  in 
which  the  blind  man  Sawa- 
ichi  suspects  his  wife  Osato 
is  having  an  affair.

Bunraku  is  a  beautiful 
and  complicated  art  form, 
stimulating  the  mind, 
eyes,  and  ears  in  harmony. 
Hopefully  Boston  audi¬ 
ences  will  not  have  to  wait 
another  two  decades  before 
the  return  of  this  troupe. 

tied  to  the  fortunes  of  his 
time.  His  decision  to  live 
in  memory  and  pour  him¬ 
self  onto  paper  gives  us  the 
ability  to  follow  him  in  his 
return  to  Dragon  Moun¬ 
tain.

HISTORIC  CHINATOWN 


By  Kit  Yan  Lee 

Edwin  is  my  eight- 
year  old  brother  and  we're 
close.  If  you  called  him 
back  at  home  in  Hawaii, 
and  asked  him  some  things 
about  me,  he  would  easily 
rattle  off  several  things.  He 
would  tell  you  that  I  live 
in  Boston,  take  him  hiking 
and  to  the  beach,  that  we 
play  video  games  together, 
that  I  like  to  play  golf,  I 
feed  him  junk  food,  and 
that  I'm  his  older  brother. 

But,  he  would  proba¬ 
bly  also  tell  you  that  I  used 
to  be  a  girl  named  Laura. 
This  topic  is  simple  for  him 
because  he  was  just  five 
years  old  when  he  learned 
this  news.  My  family  and 
I  explained  to  Edwin  what 
it  means  to  be  transgen¬ 
der  and  why  I  decided  to 
transition  from  female  to 
male.  For  children,  it's  easy 
because  things  exist  in  the 
way  that  you  explain  it 
to  them.  But  it  is  difficult 
for  people  to  understand 
something  different  as  they 
become  older.  Especially 
when  it's  different  from 
what  you  have  been  taught 
to  believe  all  of  your  life. 

I  tried  to  come  out  to 
my  parents  in  a  way  that 
would  suit  them.  But,  it 
didn't  exactly  work  out 
well.  I  came  home  from 
winter  break  and  asked 
them  to  dinner  at  a  local 
Chinese  restaurant.  Over 
dinner,  I  shared  with  them 
that  I  was  a  lesbian.  For  my 
family,  I  was  supposed  to 
meet  a  nice  Chinese  boy, 
who  was  preferably  afflu¬ 
ent,  pursue  a  business  ca¬ 
reer  (since  I  went  to  Babson 
College),  and  eventually 
raise  a  family.  But  being  a 
lesbian  would  mean  that  I 
could  not  complete  those 
tasks.  My  parents  were 
shocked  but  had  an  indif¬ 
ferent  response.  I  believe 
they  were  going  through 
denial. 

A  few  months  later,  I 
decided  to  come  out  to  my 
parents  again.  I  thought 
that  coming  out  as  a  les¬ 
bian  would  be  easier  for 
them  to  understand.  But  it 
wasn't  the  truth.  It  wasn't 
me.  I  wanted  to  explain 
that  I  was  not  a  lesbian, 
but  instead,  a  transgender 
man  -  a  biological  female 
but  with  innate  feelings  as 
a  male.  I  sat  my  parents 
down  over  summer  break 
and  gave  them  the  truth:  I 
was  their  son. 

This  was  definitely 


another  story  for  my  family 
that  already  has  two  boys. 
The  addition  of  another 
son  meant  my  parents  had 
to  rethink  our  family.  They 
had  no  previous  under¬ 
standing  of  transgender 
people,  but  since  I  was 
their  child,  they  made  a 
loving  effort  to  understand 
me.  Granted,  this  has  not 
been  a  smooth  journey. 

But  the  process  has  been  a 
"give  and  take"  with  edu¬ 
cation  and  understanding 
on  both  ends.  I  gave  them 
the  information  on  what  it 
means  to  be  transgender 
and  they  challenged  me 
to  learn  patience  as  they 
took  their  time  to  learn  and 
understand.  My  family  and 
I  are  still  learning  from  one 
another  as  we  continue 
with  this  journey. 

In  my  daily  life,  I 
highlight  many  of  the  same 
struggles  that  other  trans¬ 
gender  people  face  through 
spoken  word  poetry.  I 
freely  speak  about  issues 
relating  to  queer  people 
of  color,  sexuality,  politics 
and  other  subjects  consid¬ 
ered  "taboo"  in  the  Asian 
community.  I  share  my 
own  personal  story  with 
others  including  the  media 
to  build  awareness  and 
acceptance  for  the  lesbian, 
gay,  bisexual  and  transgen¬ 
der  community.  I  am  also 
on  the  steering  committee 
for  the  Queer  Asian  Pacific 
Alliance  (QAPA)  and  facili¬ 
tate  workshops  and  help 
organize  events  for  the 
queer  Asian  community. 
This  has  been  one  of  the 
challenges  for  my  parents' 
as  they  believe  in  privacy. 
But  they're  trying  to  re¬ 
spect  my  work  as  an  artist 
and  community  leader. 

My  poetry,  my  person¬ 
al  story  and  my  commu¬ 
nity  service  are  my  forms 
of  "coming  out"  to  not  only 
my  parents  but  to  others 
as  well  in  the  community. 
National  Coming  Out  Day 
is  on  October  11  and  the 
event  urges  others  to  come 
out  as  queer,  lesbian,  gay, 
bisexual  or  transgender. 

The  day  also  encourages 
family,  friends  and  col¬ 
leagues  to  support  those 
that  do  come  out.  Com¬ 
ing  out  is  one  of  the  most 
important  things  in  my  life 
because  my  struggle  is  the 
struggle  of  many  and  my 
courage  is  theirs. 

Hopefully,  my  story  as 
a  proud  transgender  man 
will  contribute  to  this  day 
in  the  Asian  community. 


The  saga  and  question  of  development  in  Chinatown  is  not  new.  It  has  been  covered  extensively  in  the  pages  of  the  Sampan,  and 
debated  amongst  the  community.  But  in  the  late  19th  century,  there  was  a  serious  effort  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  raze  Chinatown 
and  evict  its  residents.  The  following  article  appeared  in  the  Boston  Daily  Globe  on  March  31,  1898  and  illustrates  both  the  chal¬ 
lenge  facing  immigrant  communities  (the  Chinese  at  this  time  were  not  even  allowed  to  vote  to  voice  their  opposition),  and  the 
heavy-handed  technique  of  development  to  force  public  policy.  Of  course,  Chinatown  survived  and  has  adapted  to  development, 
and  continues  to  do  so.

“Chinamen."  continued  Mr  Hang,  “aro 
peaceable  and  quiet.  They  nay  what  tiiey 
owe  and  ray  it  promptly.  \Va  can’t  vote 
or  inter.ere  with  your  elections  or  laws, 
but  we  can  move  and  comply  with  them.”

Chinamen  bristled  along  the  street  with¬ 
out  cracking  a  smile,  and  dodged  under 
scaffolding  and  into  doors.

IVny.  let  me  tell  you.  those  very  Chinamen 
own  bnildmgs  here  and  have  pocketed  tbe 
damages  from  the  city,  or  will  later  on, 
and  are  just  moving  the  front  of  their 
honses  back,”
